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PREFACE 


This publication is a cumulative listing of papers on the 
Peovle's Republic of China collected by the Foreign Affairs 
Research Documentation Center between February 1977 and 
January 1978.* These studies represent research done by 
individual scholars, universities, and research centers 
either independently cr with Government funds. Subjects 
covered deal primarily with the social sciences and 
humanities as they relate to foreign affairs and include 
such topics as trade and aid, Sino-Soviet relations, and 
political ¢euccession. 


This is the second annual supplement to Special Papers 
Available, the 1976 series of 5-year cumulative listings 
by geocraphic regions. In addition to this issue on the 
Peovle's Republic of China, the Office of External Research 
will update the voiumes on the USSR; American Republics; 
Near East, South Asia and North Africa; East Asia and 
Pacific Area; Eurove and Canada; and Sub-Saharan Africa.

What is it? A center that collects and disseminates 
Studies produced under Government-funded research 
awards, as well as unpublished research papers 
contributed by individual scholars, universities, 

and research centers. Currently the center houses 

some 12,000 papers. Some 75 percent of these papers 
result from research carried out independently; the 
remainder have been funded through Government contracts 
and grants. 





Purpose. To facilitate exchange of information 
between the Government and the academic community on 
completed research, thereby increasing the utilization 
of research results and helping avoid duplication. 





Contents. Papers that involve the application or 
advancement of the social sciences and humanities as 
these bear substantively on foreign affairs. Subjects 
fields include: 





anthropology history philosophy 
communications international political science 
demography relations psychology 
economics law social statistics 
geography linguistics sociology 


Also included is research on the implications for man 
and society of developments in the life, physical, and 
environmental sciences, mathematics, and engineering. 
Excluded are subjects that deal solely with U.S. 
domestic affairs or involve exclusively the physical 
and biological sciences and their related technologies.
